But in a few 
minutes he was studying it closely and by the end 
of the ride was questioning the seminarian 
earnestly about the Church and its teachings.

Our Lord leaves noth- 
ing to feeling, emotions, or arbitrary duty; rather a law is 
laid on us to bear the hunger, the sufferings, the ignorance, 
the persecution of others. The Son of God bore our flesh, 
our cross, our sins, making reparation for us. We must fol- 
low His example. We can, of course, shake off the burden 
of caring for the Mission World, but we will find that there 
will be a heavier burden for us to bear—namely, the yoke 
of self! This is precisely the very yoke Our Lord asks us 
all to get rid of—the yoke of our egotism, and selfishness, 
which He calls the “heavy burdens.” His yoke, on the 
contrary, He says is light and sweet. 


Our Blessed Lord throws a terrific responsibility on strength 
—whether it be physical, financial, intellectual, or moral. The 
strong, in whatever sphere their power lies, should imitate Simon 
of Cyrene and take on the burdens of the stumbling—to share 
their fears, anxieties, troubles, and heart-sinkings, even to the 
point of foregoing the privilege of strength in order to understand 
their needs.

What do they get out of this except the ineffable joy of suf- 
fering—of being sharers in His crucifixion that they may also 
share in the fellowship of the Resurrection?

W E have just finished a careful 
reading of the report by the American In- 
stitute of Management on the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. The A.LM. is a non-profit 
foundation engaged in a continuing study 
of over 4,000 leading corporations, includ- 
ing non-profit institutions such as hos- 
pitals, municipalities, colleges, etc. 

This present project was so well pub- 
licized that you could hardly miss reading 
about it in the daily as well as the Catholic 
press. The Advance Summary is quite 
bulky, coming to 26 letter-size pages, 
crammed with text and illustrated with 
charts, graphs, and statistics of every de- 
scription. The full Report is to be publish- 
ed by Harper & Bros. sometime in the 
future. 

Several aspects of the Summary were 
especially gratifying. One was the coop- 
eration of the Holy Father. Apparently 
the A.I.M. had free run of the Vatican, 
While the Church has nothing to fear from 
the truth—in the words of the Pope who 
first threw open the Vatican Library to 
scientists and scholars—it is a Government 
after all, in things spiritual to be sure, but 
dealing always with personalities, for all 
that. In our own Government, for instance, 
an elective democracy accountable to the 
taxpayers, we know how hard it is to get 
the facts, with the most routine papers 
marked “Confidential,” “Top Secret,” 
“Atomic,” etc. Not too long ago a United 
States Senator was refused access to infor- 
mation which he considered vital to the 
welfare of the nation, and all of us are 
aware of the dogfight now going on in the 
State Department about the release of 
papers bearing on matters ten years old. 

Another creditable feature was this 
secular firm’s casual blasting of the false- 
hood, sedulously repeated and perpetuated, 
that the Catholic Church did not emerge 
until the time of the Emperor Constantine, 
Pope Gregory the Great, or whomever... 
A.I.M.’s charts and graphs start right with 
the First Century, for A.I.M. is a business 
concern interested in the facts rather than 
in propaganda. 

Although A.I.M. claims to have found 
the Vatican reticent on financial matters, 
we note that the report includes details on 
Vatican investments in Italy, the Vatican 
bank, its employees and their efficiency, 
We would suspect, as a matter of fact, that 
the Holy See would be embarrassed to re- 
veal how little there really is on hand. We 
have seen it reported, for instance, that 
when Pope Benedict XV died, there was so 
little cash in the treasury that the Holy 
See had to borrow funds to finance the 
funeral, election, and coronation. 


As an institution, our Church has utter 
confidence in Divine Providence. We run 
on the principle that “God will provide,” as 
He always has. A classic instance of this— 
and it would baffle A.IL.M.—is La Piccola 
Casa della Provvidenza, founded at Turin 
in Italy 125 years ago by St. Joseph Cotto- 
lengo. It houses 6,000 sick of every descrip- 
tion and is staffed by 2,000 priests, nuns, 
and brothers. About $3,000 a day is needed 
just for food. The cook uses 200 pounds of 
salt each day in seasoning the food. Yet La 
Piccola Casa has no invested funds, makes 
no appeals nor campaigns, and has not even 
a promotion magazine. 


The 5,501 Little Sisters of the Poor run 
their numerous homes ffor the 
throughout the world on the same prin- 
ciple. 

Hence we suspect that the Vatican too 
gets along pretty much on a hand-to-mouth 
basis. If there is money on hand—good! 


if not, well, “God will provide!”

Yet the Protestant publications have 
made a big issue of it. The editor of the 
Baptist Beacon, a man named W, Barry 
Garrett, has written: 

“Will the Governor and the Highway 
Commissioner succumb to pressure from 
Catholic powers? ... Will we have to pull 
down our flag and admit that the laws of 
the state cannot be enforced unless they 
are pleasing to the Catholic Church? From 
whom should our‘law enforcement officers 
take orders? From the priests or from the 
properly constituted authorities? Do we 
have separation of church and state in 
Arizona or is the state subservient to the 
Catholic Church? Admittedly the incident 
is minor, but the principle is great...” 

Mr. Garrett is wrong. The incident is 
not minor. The lives of children is never 
something of little importance. The bigotry 
that brings about such editorials as this is 
a cancer in our nation and that isn’t unime- 
portant either. | 

This is bound to rile you, it riled me, 
but let me tell you something. This bigotry 
is not typical of Protestants at all. It is only 
a few who are like this. That is why when 
I give you the address of W. Barry Garrett, 
Baptist Beacon, Tucson, Arizona, I ask that 
not one single Catholic write a letter of 
protest to him. Instead let those good 
Protestants who read this paper—and they 
are many—be the ones who write. Remem- 
ber—no letters from Catholics. But those 
Protestants who read this will be offended 
by the words of this bigot as much as we 
are and I hope they’ll take it on themselves 
to chastise the bigot in their midst.

In spite of ourselves, we drool as the aroma of their 
popcorn, the zing of their Fritos, the tang of their apples 
wafts under our noses. Then, innocently, they say, “Oh, 
you can’t eat between meals, can you?” No, we can’t. And 
the meager cup of postum which must carry us through 
our agony is a far cry from the accustomed. fat sandwich 
- the generous slice of cake we like to enjoy in the eve- 

ing. 

Our friends, especially our non-Catholic ones, look 
askance at us during Lent. “Don’t tell me one little piece of 
pie is going to break your fast,” they protest,.setting a giant 
hunk of pastry before us. We smile and politely decline the 
dessert with, “Just coffee, thanks. It looks delicious, but 
we'll have to take a rain check on it until after Lent.” 

“You don’t mind if we eat, do you?” they ask, their 
forks already biting into the two-inch thickness of juicy 
apples and flaky crust. 

“Do go ahead,” we urge, though, believe me, the 
Christians being fed to the lions had nothing on us for 
martyrdom. 

We once tried to get around this complication in our 
social lifé. My husband had the bright idea that if we omit- 
ted dessert with our main meal,it might be all right to have 
it later in the evening with our coffee or postum. He even 
spoke to our pastor about it. Father was not swayed by this 
Strategy. “That would still be eating between meals,” he 
said, and the way he said it made us feel that we were not 
looking on this business of fasting in quite the right light. 
Which we weren't. 

Fasting is not imposed as a method of physical punish- 
ment, but rather as a means of spiritual help. The season of 
Lent, originated when Christ suffered and died for us, is 
a time for us to review our status as Catholics and to deep- 
en and enrich our faith. Christ Himself fasted for forty 
days before beginning His. public ministry, hence the forty 
days of Lent in observance of His mortification: 

Now Jesus, full of the Holy Spirit, returned from the 
Jordan (Where He had been baptized by John the Baptist) 
and led by the Spirit about the desert for forty days, being 
tempted the while by the devil. And He ate nothing those 
days; and when they were completed He was hungry. And 
the devil said to Him, “if thou art the Son of God, command 
that this stone become a loaf of bread.” And Jesus answered 
Him, “it is written, ‘not by bread alone shall man live, but 
by every word of God.” (Luke 4:1-5) 

Christ was the Apostles’ model in mortification. Like 
Him, they fasted before making their important moves. 
They realized the value of fasting, -for it freed them from 
enslavement to their bodies, the better to serve God with 
their wills. Like Christ they put down the devil and his 
fleshly enticements by exercising control over their bodily 
appetites. 

Christ not only recommended self-denial as a means of 
grooming the soul, He was emphatic about the manner in 
which this was accomplished. “And when you fast, do not 
look gloomy, like the hypocrites, who disfigured their faces 
in order to appear as men fasting. Amen I say to you, they 
have received their reward. But thou, when thou dost fast, 
anoint thy head and wash thy face, so thou mayest not be 
seen fasting by men, but by thy Father, who is in secret; 
and thy Father, who sees in secret, will reward thee.” 
(Matt: 6:6, 17, 18) 

This Lenten season I am determined not only to ob- 
serve the fast, but to do it cheerfully, with a smile on my 
lips. As the fat of over-indulgence is replaced by the lean 
of self-sacrifice, my spirit will be streamlined to. God’s 
liking.

It is no mere coincidence that since 
the boy is walking, father is not sure 
any more where anything is. But who 
except father cares about that? A boy 
has to learn, doesn’t he? 

And oh! How truly tender and cap- 
tivating is the love of a little girl for 
her father! Little girls show such ut- 
ter contentment just to be held, to be 
talked to, or sung to, or read to; in 
the way of love they give so much 
for so little, and are satisfied with so 
little. They’ll stay put a long time 
with just a little attention, just a 
piece of an-arm or lap. 

But a boy will show his love by 
doing something with his father, or 
little contentment except in move- 
ment, or action, or change. Yet there 
is coupled with this a redeemable and 
heart-warming loyalty. He will talk 
all day, mother says, about his fath- 
er’s coming home and about helping 
him with the chores, or working with 
him in the garden. The girls will 
want to go too when the time comes, 
but they haven’t been thinking about 
it all day. 

This loyalty makes him, at least at 
the age of three, not only his fath- 
er’s son, but also his father’s shadow. 

One Saturday when father took a 
nap upstairs on account of a cold, the 
boy waited on the bottom steps, moth- 
er said, all the time father was nap- 
ping.

The 
Executive is seated at a table on the stage, 


Presently the meeting is called to 
order. The Spiritual Chairman leads the 


prayer. Then the president holds a short - 


business meeting, after which the Spiritual 
Chairman takes over. He introduces a topic 
which is usually gleaned from the pages of 
the Gospel. He directs various table leaders 
to lead a discussion, at the end: of which the 
Chaplain answers questions and sums up. 
This part of the program lasts for fifteen 
minutes. 


Next. comes the Education Program, 
which can vary between debates, panels, 
open forums, short talks. Fifteen minutes 
again is advised for teen-agers. 

The Apostolic Program follows. Tables 
of eight, including leaders, are the pattern. 
The Young Christian. Workers’ See, Judge, 
Act inquiry method can be used here, with 
some kind of apostolic action coming forth 
from the discussion. Fifteen to twenty 
minutes is sufficient for this part of the 
program. | 

The evening is rounded out with a 
Social Program, with the accent on variety. 
Sing-songs, skits, lively games, novelty 
dances are a part of the program. In-all, the 
entire meeting will last from two to three 
hours. 

Does the Dandelion method work? The 
large number of youth clubs across Canada 
using the program and its techniques seem 
to indicate success. The young people them- 
selves can adapt the material to locgl situa- 
tions. In my own parish, we have used the 
Dandelion for over two years. At first the 
going was difficult. Membership was small, 
meetings were poorly prepared. But now 
patience is beginning to pay dividends. Our 
membership has more-than doubled; meet- 
ings are well prepared. The only members 
we have lost are those who have gone away 
to college. 

Contrary to popular belief, young peo- 
ple love discussion, especially when the 
program is varied enough to sustain their 
interest and when they know the business 
portion of the program will be over within 
an hour. 

The technique also trains leaders. Time 
and again I have seen one of our chairmen 
be absent, perhaps because of exams, but 
another teen-ager takes charge and does a 
capable job. Besides, Dandelion gives the 
chaplain very little work. The teen-agers 
handle most of the details. | 

The word “Dandelion” was suggested 
at one of the Youth Leadership Colleges in 
Alberta. The root of the Dandelion repre- 
sents the Spiritual Program—our life must 
have strong spiritual roots. The stem is the 
symbol of the Educational Program—it 
helps members get their heads above the 
ground to see what is going on about them. 
The Apostolic life must bear fruit; hence 
the flower on the Dandelion stands for the 


Apostolic Program. Finally, green is ‘con- | 


sidered a relaxing color.

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This Week in the Bible 


Mighty Samson 


Arrer the death of 
Gedeon, the Israelites again 
turned to their false gods 
and were persecuted by the 
Philistines. Then. an angel 
appeared to the wife of 
Manue, and told her to con- 
secrate the son she was to 
have to the Lord. As a sign 
of his calling, his hair should 
never be cut. He was to be a 
NaZarite, or special servant 
of God, and was destined to 
save Israel from the Phili- 
stines. 

When the child was born, 
he was called Samson. His 
hair grew long and he be- 
came very strong and was 
blessed by God. Going to 
the city of the Philistines, 
Samson met a lion; but the 
spirit of the Lord came upon 
him, and he tore the lion to 
pieces. One day he caught 
three hundred foxes. He tied 
them tail to tail and fasten- 
ed burning torches to them 
and drove them into the 
Philistines’ wheat fields. 

The Philistines wished to 
capture Samson and punish 
him. He was at last betray- 
ed into the hands of the 
Philistines by the men of 
Juda, but he broke the cords 
with which they had tied 
him. Finding the jawbone of 
a donkey, he killed one 
thousand Philistines. 

Dalila, who was a Philis- 
tine woman, begged Samson 
many times to tell her the 
secret of His strength. After 
having given her many dif- 
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ferent explanations and each 
one proving to be untrue 
when the Philistines came to 
take him, Samson at last told 
Dalila the truth. “The razor 
hath never come upon my 
head, for I am a Nazarite; 
that is to say, consecrated to 
God. If my head be shaven, 
my strength shall depart and 
I shall be like other men.” 

While Samson slept, Da- 
lila cut off his hair. She 
called the Philistines who 
captured him, put out his 
eyes and threw him into 
prison where he had to grind 
grain all day. Some time 
later, a great feast was cele- 
brated in honor of one of the 
Philistines’ false gods. More 
than three thousand Philis- 
tines were gathered in the 
temple. Blind Samson, whose 
hair had grown again, was 
brought before the crowd so 
that they might tease him. 
He told the boy who led him 
to bring him to the pillars on 
which the whole house rest- 
ed. Then Samson prayed: “O 
Lord God, remember me and 
restore to me my former 
strength.” 

Reaching out, Samson put 
his arms around the pillars 
and shook them so hard that 
the whole house rocked and 
fell upon the people, killing 
many of the Philistines, their 
leaders, and Samson himself. 
In doing this, Samson killed 
many more enemies of God 
at his death than he had 
killed during his life.

THOMAS 
FITZ-SIMONS 


‘Tuomas Fitz-Simons was 
born in Ireland in 1741. As 
@ young man he came to 
America, settling in Phila- 
delphia. He became one of 
the most outstanding Amer- 
ican merchants of his time 
and was very active in all 
the happenings that led up 
to the revolt against 
England. He was elected one 
of the Provincial Deputies 
in July,’ 1774, and was the 
first Catholic to hold a pub- 
lic position in Pennsylvania. 
He was a member of the 
Continental Congress and of 
the First Congress of the 
United States. Mr. Fitz- 
Simons was the first man to 
suggest a tax system which 
helped American industries 
and was one of four men 
who signed the letter of 
congratulation given to 
George Washington by the 
Catholics of the country 
when he became President 
of the United States. Thomas 
Fitz-Simons was also one of 
the founders of Georgetown 
College and was looked upon 
during his long life as a man 
who sought truth and 
knowledge. His advice was 
always asked on questions of 
a@ business nature and his 
ideas were much respected.

“Others may have gotten the boys to start and 
finish together. 

“But there probably would have been some 
mighty sour notes sounded somewhere between the 
introduction and the ending. 

“The University of San Francisco’s basketball 
‘McNamara’ and leader of the band is shy, introverted 
Phil Woolpert, the subtle humor man whose perfect 
blending with a squad of young athletes has made 
for one of the most thrilling sagas in collegiate sports 
history.” 

The above is the introduction of Bob Brachman, 
of the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, in an article on 
Phil Woolpert, coach of 
the roaring and undefeat- 
ed San Francisco Dons. 

Mr. Brachman is an old 
friend. He loves. basket- 
ball. He is one of those 
persons, of whom every 
reader has some in his ac- 
gqguaintanceship ... who 
decides of all people, you 
are right or you are 
wrong. It is quite appar- 
ent that he has decided 
that Woolpert is right. 

For the last couple of 
weeks, I’ve had a leaning 
towards the University of 
Dayton, as compared to 
San Francisco, among the 
great collegiate basketball 
teams. But the Daytons, 
with the overtime help of 
the Louisvilles, fell by 
the wayside. Meanwhile, 

USF (and if you should ———— 
be a basketball fan, you should get use to that term, 
USF) continued merrily along, undefeated. 

The idea in sports is to win. San Francisco has 
exemplified that fact to the ’nth degree. All the Dons 
have done is win more games in a row than any 
other team in the history of college basketball. This 
was established when the San Francisco team beat 
California, 33-24. 

The California team is coached by another old 
friend, Pete Newell. And Mr. Newell, the former 
coach of San Francisco, decided that only way to stop 
USF would be by slow-down, defensive methods. It 
was to little avail, and as a result the Dons won their 
40th in a row. A new record. Seton Hall and Long 
Island University, in the past, had both won 39 in 
succession. 

The publicized names of San Francisco basket- 
ball have been Bill Russell, towering center, 
K. C. Jones and Hal Perry, both guards. However, !m 
trying not to write about Russell, or the team play- 
maker, K. C. Jones or the speed-boy, five-foot-ten, 
Perry. 

Of Russell, Jones and Perry you have heard. Of 
the Coach, not enough. Of the other starting regulars, 
hardly at all. Therefore, the rest will be of Coach 
Woolpert and a couple of guys named Carl Boldt and 
Mike Farmer, the team forwards. 

“The leader of the band,” to use Brachman’s in- 
troduction . .. Phil Woolpert, is in his sixth season 
as head coach of the Dons. All has not been tea and 
cherries for the 40-year old “thin man’... in the 
first three years of his head coaching reign, the Dons 
had losing records. In his fourth year, the USF quintet 
came late to gain a 14-7 final mark. Then the glory 
days. That would be last year. The Dons finishes: 
with a final record of 28 wins and but one loss, and 
the N.C.A.A. tournament championship. They have 
not stopped since. 

Woolpert, who emphasizes defense in this offen- 
sive basketball age, was born Dec. 19, 1915 in Dane 
ville, Ky. He moved at the age of 10, with his family, 
to Los Angeles. He received his collegiate education 
and enjoyed his college playing days at Loyola of 
Los Angeles. (The aforementioned Newell and Scotty 
McDonald, later coach of Loyola, but now a serious 
L. A. attorney, were two of his teammates.) 

After military service, Phil made his appearance 
on the San Francisco scene in 1946, when he took 
the coaching assignment at St. Ignatius, a high school 
regarded as a prep for USF. He did rather well. 
Prior to succeeding Newell, in 1950, as the Don’s 
mentor, he had a prep record of 63 wins and but 29 
defeats. , 

Carl Boldt was a former junior college All 
American, at Glendale JC. He is from Tujunga, Calif. 
(Please to not ask on the whereabouts of Tujunga.) 


Boldt also had two years of service basketball (at . 


Fort Ord) before enrolling at San Francisco ... so 
he is not too inexperienced. He is a good outside shot, 
passes well, and good off the boards, He is a junior, 
and, oh yes, six-four. 

_ The other forward, starting, this is, Mike Farmer, 
is six-seven, and a sophomore, He’s from Rict 


Calif., and was the top scorer for the Dons’ frosh a 
year ago. He quite likely will take over Russell’s 


center spot next year.

} Gleave, in his thirties, is a Scotsman with an important 
position in Britain’s foreign office. He should have been’a 


man of means and of title; but his grandfather had dis- 


gracefully squandered the family fortune and forfeited the 
chance at ennoblement. This loss Gleave resents, acutely. 
He is constantly incensed that he has to strive painfully and 
humiliatingly to make do on a civil servant’s skimpy pay. 
Better things, he thinks, should be his. 

It irks him, too, that policy is made by the politician 
who chances, as the result of an election, to head the foreign 
office. Gleave, long in the department, knows far more 
about the elements of the world situation and of Britain’s 
interests than any transient boss can. 


AGAINST EVERYTHING AMERICAN 


He is further displeased with the course the United 
States is pursuing after World War II. This, he believes, is 
calculated to make Britain and the Continent the battle- 
ground for a war of obliteration between the American 
colossus and the Russian. He dislikes Americans: their 
loudness, highhandedness, dictation (as he sees it) to his 
own country. 

In a word, he is ripe for cultivation by the Russians. 
Cultivate him they do. They put in his way a seductive 
agent who becomes his mistress. They have other agents 
(cultured, informed, articulate people, so different from 
the blatant and crude Americans) work on him at social 
gatherings and political conferences. They fuel his discon- 
tent and parade before him the luxury lavished on their 
diplomats. 

Finally, he takes their bait. This he does, he supposes, 
for intellectual reasons, even for reasons of duty. Europe 
is bound to go to the Russians, he contends, and by joining 
them in advance he is going to see to it that his own coun- 
try, and especially his own class, gets its due. 

He is, it might advisedly be noted, not a convinced, 
much less a practising, Christian. In basic philosophy, he is 
as materialist as those to whom he traitorously turns. He is 
thus deprive@ of the one set of criteria which show up the 
fundamental evil of a system that he foolishly believes can 
be advantageous for him.

If a woman loses ee atseeattionee sae 
easily because her husband fails to express his appre< 
ciation of her, she will become nervy and despondent, 
so that no contact can be established. 


‘ Frequently, however, wives will blame their hus- 
ands for not loving them enough for no reason at all, 
Such women may either be simply immature and bad- 
ly brought up, or suffer from deepseated uncertainties, 
Formal declarations of love and faithfulness ught 
really not to be demanded: they can easily be deduced 
from ordinary behavior. If we want to unveil mys- 
terious depths unduly, we may easily upset things. 
Some men are constitutionally incapable of expressing 
their feelings, and may hide a deep and genuine love 
under awkward and even rude phrases. Here a woman 
must learn to distinguish. 


Very sensitive and emotional women will often 
suffer because their husbands are so very matter of 
fact; they fail to show tenderness even in the intimate 
married life, are always dry and serious, and never 
unbend sufficiently to be gay and playful. Such be- 
havior may hurt a woman so badly in the beginning 
of marriage that she will withdraw, without perhaps 
even quite admitting to herself that she feels offended. 
Nevertheless, there are unmistakable signs of this: she 
will keep her husband at a distance and react coldly to 
his approaches. This is one of the reasons why many 
marriages break up. 


Without actually realizing it, many a man be- 
haves as if he thought it the most natural thing in the 
world that his wife should find her whole life in his 
personal well-being, 


Adaptability and intuitive gifts belong to women 
rather than to men and love will make a woman clear- 
sighted. Hence she ought to recognize even the hidden 
possibilities and shy delicacy of her husband. Instead 
of feeling hurt and withdrawing, she ought to lead him 
gradually to respond to her desires and to become 
sensitive to a woman’s feelings.

One consideration that I would like to bring up 
here is that a proper amount of sleep contributes to 
the right use of leisure. There are all too many of us 
who chronically do not get enough sleep—often for no 
reason at all except habit. True the late evening hours 
when the house is quiet can be most tempting, but 
consistent keeping of late hours while it might seem 
the one way to add to one’s leisure can actually make 
for less leisure. 


We don’t plan our time as we should or finish 
our tasks as quickly, if we’re always tired. Another 
effect chronic fatigue can have is to make us seem to 
need too much leisure. We simply can’t get through 
one job and into another without some diversion in 
between—really an unreasonable amount. We think 
we need leisure when actually what we need is a con- 
sistent eight hours worth of sleep night after night. 
Not that we don’t need leisure, too—for we do—but 

etting the right amount of sleep will place leisure- 
_—Tieeds in proper focus. 

While we are conniving and scheming to manu- 
facture precious leisure, we can be consoled by the 
fact that if we had too much unoccupied time—too . 
much time free from employment—we would have a 
real problem on our hands. Therein also lies a danger, 
and of the two extremes, not enough leisure or too 
much leisure, I think we are much safer to have too 
little. 

Thanking God for the blessedness of being busy 
is probably something that hasn’t occurred to us too 
often, but I think a lengthy period of enforced idleness 
would make us send up paeans of praise for the privi- 
lege of doing the family wash.
